Youth charged with murder 


CARUTHERSVILLE - An 18-year-old 
Bragg City youth has been chraged with 
capital murder in the fatal shooting last 
week of Patricia Joy Holt in her Bragg City 
home. 


Roger Jackson was reportedly arrested 
Thanksgiving Day, and charges against 
him allege that the victim's husband of 15 
years, Eugene Holt, offered him $1,000 to 
kill Mrs. Holt. 


Holt reported finding his wife's body last 
Tuesday night upon returning home from a 
basketball game in Neelyville, authorities 
said. 
Holt, a grocer and well-liked member of 
the Bragg City community, is scheduled to 
be arraigned Thursday in Pemiscot County 
Magistrate Court. 


According to reports, Holt found his wife’s 
body on the floor and left to get the Rev. 
Edsel Garner, pastor of the Bragg City 
Baptist Church. 
The initial report was that Mrs. Holt had 
suffered a heart attack, but an autopsy 
revealed she had been shot four times at 
close range with a .38-caliber pistol. 
Mrs. Holt was the daughter of Mrs. Helen 
Stewart and the late Atlas Stewart, who 
formerly owned an egg ranch north of 
Sikeston. 
Jackson remained in custody following 
arraignment under $25,000 bond, while Holt 
is free after posting a $25,000 bond. 
Pemiscot County Sheriff Charles Albert 
Farris and his deputies conducted an 
around-the- clock investigation after the 
murder, and are reported to have said the 
Eugene and Joy Holt 


alleged killer wa§ ‘‘supposed to do some 
other things which weren't done” at the 
time of the killing. The sheriff would not 
elaborate, however. 
Jackson, who is married, was reportedly 
in debt to Holt for past grocery bills, and his 
credit at the store had been recently ended, 
authorities said. Jackson had reportedly 
been out of work for several months. 
Authorities later found a .38- caliber gun 
belonging to Holt at Jackson’s house, but 
could not determine how it had come into 
his possession. Holt is a gun collector and 
gunsmith, according to town residents. 
Pemiscot County prosecutor Mike Hazel 
said this morning the sheriff’s department 
has a statement from Jackson, but he would 
neither confirm nor deny that the statement 
contained a confession, 
as has been 


reported. 
When authorities searched the room 
where Mrs. Holt’s body was found they 
reportedly found a cash bag containing 
about $150 untouched and no evidence to 
indicate that robbery was the motive. 
Residents of Bragg City were reportedly 
puzzled by the slaying, because the Holts 
were considered to be among the happiest 
members of the community. 
Many of the residents reportedly said 
they cannot believe Holt hired Jackson for 
the slaying, while others refused to talk 
about the incident. 
Reports that Holt was involved with a 
teen-aged cousin of Jackson's and that he 
had asked his wife for a divorce recently 
could not be substantiated by officials 
today. 
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Court considers 
Stoddard health

BLOOMFIELD - The Stoddard County 
Court is considering establishing a con- 
tywide health center on a limited basis, 
sim ilar to the one which has been in use for 
the past two years. 
In November 1974, the state allotted 
$29,000 to fund a temporary health center 
for two years on a trial basis. 
The funding was to have run out this 
month, but the county did not spend all the 
money allocated, mainly because the center 
has been short one employe, so the center 
will continue in operation at least until the 
first of the year. 
During discussion Monday morning, the 
court seemed to think a health center could 
continue to operate with an annual county 
budget of about $15,000 
In addition to that amount being provided 
by the county, the court is looking into the 
possibility of the state providing a similar 
amount. 
It was stressed, however, that nothing is 
definite 
“We are only looking into the possibility 
of sharing expenses with the state,” 
Association Judge Pete Snider of Dexter 
Route Three said. 
Establishment of a countywide health 
center in Stoddard County has been a 
controversial issue for a number of years. 
In 1960, voters defeated a proposal to 
establish a health center by almost 300 
votes Another election was held in 1968, 
when the proposal was again defeated. 
This year supporters made another un­ 
successful drive to get the proposal ap­ 
proved. A special election was held June 22 
with volunteers providing election judges 
without co6t to the county At that time, the 
measure failed to receive the necessary 
two-thirds majority by about five votes. 
After that narrow 
defeat supporters 
petitioned the County Court to hold another 
election in conjunction with the general 
election Nov. 2, which the court agreed to 
reluctantly.

President- Elect Carter aimed a warning at 
the OPEC nations in the second debate, suggesting 
embargoes of critical U.S. goods and services as a 
countermeasure. 
Economic wars can be dirty business, and people — 
whole populations — can suffer. History shows that 
economic wars often escalate to shooting wars. 
This time we need common sense, not bombs or 
bombast. 
The OPEC nations have something we desperately 
need — oil. Collectively, the U.S., Japan, and the Western 
European countries have something they need, equally 
desperately — technology, management skills, and 
surplus agricultural products. Therefore, there is a 
perfect “environment” for healthy bargaining. 
The OPEC countries do not stand in such a healthy 
bargaining position with the Soviet Union. The Soviets do 
not need their oil, and they have little in the line of 
technology and management skills to offer and ab­ 
solutely no food stuffs. If, however, we get hard-nosed 
and refuse to bargain sensibly, the Soviets will step in 
with the offer of military equipment and a “nuclear 
umbrella” to protect their proteges. And then, where will 
we be? 
The point that we must not fail to capitalize on is that 
the OPEC countries want to keep East and West at arms 
distance, because they are literally in the middle. They 
don’t want Armadeddon. They just want yellow gold or 
green dollars for black oil. 
We’re the experts at private enterprise — at Yankee 
, bargaining. The Soviets are experts at power politics. 
And that means that we had better get in there in a hurry 
and do “our thing.” The alternatives range from rusty 
Cadillacs to nuclear holocaust.

Foot-in-Mouth Diplomacy

WASHINGTON 
- Shortly 
before the November elections, 
Chilean Ambassador Manuel 
Trucco wrote a nasty letter to 
Jimmy Carter. The truculent 
Trucco isn’t expected to last long 
in Washington, therefore, after 
Carter is inaugurated on Janu­ 
ary 20. 
Trucco scolded Carter for his 
statements about Chile and im­ 
plied that his advisers had been 
brainwashed by Marxists. It isn’t 
considered good form, of course, 
for an ambassador to insult the 
leaders of his host government. 
Ambassadors are supposed to be 
cracious and charming and 
careful what they say. 
For diplomacy is as fragile as 
a crystal champagne glass. An 
accomplished ambassador can 
m ake his poin ts with a 
whispered word, a raised 
eyebrow, a diplomatic frown. 
But Trucco, writing with a 
heavy hand, informed Carter 
that his campaign statements 
about Chile were “without subs­ 
tantiating evidence but in open 
defiance of historic facts." 
Carter had charged that the 
Republican administration had 
helped to overthrow an elected 
government in Chile and to es­ 
tablish a military dictatorship in 


its place. He also attacked 
Chilean prisons. 
Wrote Trucco: “The govern­ 
ment of the United States did not 
participate, nor intervene, dear 
Governor Carter, in the (aid of) 
the ‘legitimately elected’ govern­ 
ment.” 
The ambassador suggested 
that Carter had swallowed press 
reports “in which passion has 
obscured the truth” and that 
C arter’s advisers had been 
“caught unawares by another 
falsehood.” Trucco implied that 
their information was “based on 
propaganda which representa­ 
tives of the Marxist parties ... 
have spread around the world.” 
He wound up his letter by 
offering to set Carter and his ad­ 
visers straight “on Latin Ameri­ 
can affairs, especially Chilean 
affairs.” 
Apparently, Trucco neglected 
to clear his foot-in-mouth 
diplomacy with his superiors in 
Chile. Diplomatic sources have 
told us that his letter to Carter 
enraged the Chilean military 
leaders who have been trying to 
dress up their dictatorship lately. 
Trucco was furious when we 
told him we had a copy of his in­ 
temperate letter. It was a “pri­

The deal is scheduled to be 
sealed on January 11 at a meet­ 
ing of the International Develop­ 
ment Association in faraway 
Kuwait. The United States will 
be represented by Gerald 
Parsky, a fast-talking, young 
assistant treasury secretary. 
His critics charge that he has 
suddenly become generous with 
the taxpayers’ billions as a way 
of ingratiating himself with the 
foreign banking community, 
which has been pushing the loan. 
Thus Parsky, upon his return to 
private investment banking, will 
have many foreign financiers in 
his debt, the critics allege. 
From Kuwait, Parsky vehe­ 
mently denied the charge. “Ab­ 
solutely not,” he barked over the 
trans-Atlantic phone. He said 
Carter’s representatives would 
be consulted and that the deci­ 
sion to commit the $5 billion was 
“not final.” 
Yet an outraged House Bank­ 
ing Chairman Henry Reuss, D - 
Wis., has written a private pro­ 
test letter to Treasury Secretary 
William Simon about it. Reuss 
urged that the negotiations “be 
cancelled and rescheduled when 
the new administration takes of­ 
fice. Only in this way can we ... 


avoid any international confron­ 
tation or embarrassment which 
might ensue if the outgoing ad­ 
ministration were to make com­ 
mitments with which the new 
administration is not in accord” 
Not to attend the Kuwait 
meeting, Simon told us, would 
appear to the underdeveloped 
countries to be “an act of bad 
faith.” Simon added: “The presi­ 
dent feels that he’s president un­ 
til January 20.” 
Footnote: The actual commit­ 
ment, which is scheduled to be 
made in Kuwait, is for $2.4 
billion. But once it is made, U.S. 
obligations from other affiliates 
of the World Bank would add up 
to a n o t h e r $ 2 . 6 billion. 
Theoretically, the Carter admin­ 
istration could block the com­ 
mitment after January 20. But 
this would cost the United States 
tremendous bad will from the 
Third World countries seeking 
the loans. 
Opium Straw: Turkey has 
144100 tons of prime opium straw 
on its hands, a multi-million-dol­ 
lar bouity that has governments 
worrying and smugglers won­ 
dering. 
The 14,000 tons, enough opium 
straw to supply all U.S. addicts 
many times over, is now in 
Turkish warehouses waiting for 
legitimate buyers. The govern­ 
ment has been niable to market 
much of its opium harvest 
It could become a temptation 
for corrupt Turkish officials, 
with all this valuable straw in 
their custody, to start selling it 
through the backdoor to the in­ 
ternational narcotics smuggling 
brotherhood.

The OPEC nations have something we desperately 
need — oil. Collectively, the U.S., Japan, and the Western 
European countries have something they need, equally 
desperately — technology, management skills, and 
surplus agricultural products. Therefore, there is a 
perfect “environment” for healthy bargaining. 
The OPEC countries do not stand in such a healthy 
bargaining position with the Soviet Union. The Soviets do 
not need their oil, and they have little in the line of 
technology and management skills to offer and ab­ 
solutely no food stuffs. If, however, we get hard-nosed 
and refuse to bargain sensibly, the Soviets will step in 
with the offer of military equipment and a “nuclear 
umbrella” to protect their proteges. And then, where will 
we be?

A booklet published by the 
center concludes that the finest 
toy is that which the child 
makes with his or her parents. 
It listed all physical dangers 
coming trom toys, but went fur­ 
ther in denouncing the ideology 
behind the toy. 
“Yes. children need toys,’’ 
the center said, “ but not neces­ 
sarily toys which parents like, 
nor toys which, for other rea­ 
sons, toymakers and salesmen 
like.” 
toys and games, it added, 
sometimes serve to maintain 
old 
boy-girl 
stereotypes. 
“Through games and toys, chil­ 
dren are brought to behave as 
boys or as girls, to conform to 
some social models,” the book­ 
let said 
“The toy thus can 
keep, perpetuate in the child, 
cliches which education will lat­ 
er find very hard to change.”

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Negative effect of 
selective outrage

WASHINGTON — (NEA) An entire generation of people 
has come on line since those days in the 1950s when pregnant 
women were warned not to drink milk, when the Three R ’s in 
school were rems, rads and roetgens. when Americans were 
so fearful of atomic radiation that they dug holes in their 
backyards for emergency shelter. 
The new generation knows little of it. Of the poison of the 
senses that follows the poison of the air. And perhaps this ig­ 
norance helps explain why the young are not now unifying in 
the streets, bitter and angry, to protest the radiation clouds 
from China that dust this nation and the world with disgusting 
pollution. 
And yet the kids are not alone in their inertia Almost 
everyone — from traditional pacifists to concerned parents to 
government leaders — have met the Chinese impudence with 
an irresponsible lack of concern. We are being sprinkled with 
what in a real sense is particulate death but we are moved to 
do nothing but remain silent. 
Last year when the French announced intentions to explode 
a bomb above a South Pacific island, public outrage was in­ 
tense; picketers marched in Paris, gentle people made plans 
to sail to the island on potential suicide missions, and the test 
was eventually blocked by the legal manipulations of an inter­ 
national group of jurists. 
But China’s identical impertinence is somehow seen as 
different. A spokeswoman at SANE (Society Against Nuclear 
Explosions) says her group is split down the middle as to 
whether even to discuss the China bombs Many members feel 
the Chinese nuclear effort is. good Lord, ‘ healthy’’ because it 
“breaks up the nuclear monopoly held by the superpowers, a 
monopoly which forces the Third World to arm " 
And so SANE has decided to protest, but not very much The 
same can be said about many of the traditionally anti-war. 
anti-violence communes. It’s the negative consequence of 
selective outrage. God save the good memory of Mao, to 
whom all this radiation is dedicated 
Ironically, the leftish forces are thus companions in 
hypocrisy with the United States government, a body that also 
has not had the heart to complain but faintly about the Chinese 
toxins China has tested three bombs in the atmosphere this 
year, only one of which merited concern, albeit mild concern, 
by the American state department. 
To the contrary the government has carefully avoided 
criticism of the Chinese, and at the same time has labored to 
keep the public silent. The government was the first to learn 
of the radioactive clouds, and commensurate fallout, but left 
it to others to make this information public. Since then of­ 
ficials have pursued the matter slowly, all the while furiously- 
denying (“ trust us” ) that there is any danger 
One conclusion here is that the government cares more 
about its relations with China then its responsibility to its own 
people Henry Kissinger met with Chinese officers one week 
after the third China blast of the year, and did not ever raise 
the subject of fallout Sources admit the government would 
rather encourage than stop the Chinese nuclear tests, for this 
is more a worry to Russian than to U S interests 
Therefore left to their own devices, without a peep of con­ 
trary opinion, the Chinese will likely continue to spread on the 
winds the miasma of their weaponry. Concurrently the film of 
iodine 131 and strontium 90 will continue to thicken on the 
earth And we all will continue to hope it doesn't ram or snow 
on certain days of the week 
What's more, other nation’s bombs may soon add to the 
worry. Perhaps two dozen countries have potential nuclear 
capabilities Even a backward regime such as Libya’s can 
begin testing, if. as expected, blackmarket materials become 
available Hence the world may yet see again, say. 1958. when 
a total of 79 atomic bombs were exploded, and housewives 
washed their vegetables thoroughly. 
When will we ever learn9 Albert Einstein once remarked 
that the menace of the nuclear mentality, though great, is as it 
should be. for “ it may intimidate the human race into bringing 
order into its international 
wrong that time 
affairs." Sadly, he added it up

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — There are hints in the news 
which indicate that China under Chairman Hua Kuo-feng may 
be on the verge of opening up slightly to the outside world 
For one, reports suggest Peking may soon take on once 
more the large-scale import of foreign technology, abandoned 
some time back because of fears the practice might lead to 
dangerous dependence on foreigners The Chinese were burn­ 
ed. it will be recalled, by their experience with the Russians 
Moscow, after moving in technicians and equipment heavily 
for a few years, withdrew abruptly when Peking refused to 
knuckle under to Moscow’s demand for complete alignment 
of Chinese foreign policy with the Soviet. 
The rapid withdrawal of the Russian personnel and equip­ 
ment did severe damage to the Chinese economy, which took 
years to recover 
Renewed interest in importing technology and equipment 
most certainly will focus on non-Communist nations Note 
here that most of the outstanding scientific leaders of China 
are basically oriented toward the West — and particularly 
toward the United States, Great Britain. Japan and West Ger­ 
many. A goodly share of the top men have their degrees from 
these countries. Some have had influential posts in the West 
before returning to China 
Secondly, there has been in the upper echelons of China's 
political hierarchy a belief in the benefits of American in­ 
dustrial production methods This conviction was shared by 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung in his Yenan days. 
In the stormy years since Yenan, there has been pressure to 
open Chinese industry to Western technology and equipment. 
But political differences and the experience with Russia kept 
the door closed These fears may be easing as far as the 
West is concerned. 
Now what will this move, if it eventuates, mean to the 
United States? 
American technology and equipment sold to China, and 
American know-how in the form of training, would most cer­ 
tainly strengthen a totalitarian country whose aims are not 
parallel with our own in much of the world, the Far East in 
particular. 
The detriment to the defense of the United States would not 
by any means be as serious as our selling technology and 
equipment to Russia, whose m ilitary growth in the next 
decade could well threaten the security of the United States 
and the free world. 
There is however, evidence, tenuous though it may be. that 
China will continue to be a rival of, and a balance against, the 
Soviet Union for a goodly period of time to come. There are 
national rivalries and deep sore points which now and in the 
foreseeable future may well bar any real conciliation between 
the two nations. For one, China cannot be comfortable with a 
strong military power next door working year in and year out 
to expand its military-political influence across China’s 
southern and northeastern borders. — a technique which Pek­ 
ing calls encirclement. 
If China should, in fact, continue to be a counter balance to 
Russia, it is to the benefit of the United States, with proper 
precautions, to strengthen the Chinese economy within limits, 
with special emphasis on aid improving the lot of the Chinese 
people as distinct from the Peking military establishment.

To the contrary the government has carefully avoided 
criticism of the Chinese, and at the same time has labored to 
keep the public silent The government was the first to learn 
of the radioactive clouds, and commensurate fallout, but lctt 
it to others to make this information public Since then of­ 
ficials have pursued the matter slowly, all the while furiously 
denying (“ trust us") that there is any danger 
One conclusion here is that the government cares more 
about its relations with China then its responsibility to its own 
people Henry Kissinger met with Chinese officers one week 
after the third China blast of the year, and did not ever raise 
the subject of fallout Sources admit the government would 
rather encourage than stop the Chinese nuclear tests for this 
is more a worry to Russian than to I S interests 
Therefore left to their own devices, without a peep of con 
trary opinion, the Chinese will likely continue to spread on the 
winds the miasma of their weaponry Concurrently the film of 
iodine 131 and strontium 90 will continue to thicken on the 
earth And we all will continue to hope it doesn't rain or snow 
on certain days of the week 
What's more, other nation’s bombs may soon add to the 
worry Perhaps two dozen countries have potential nuclear 
capabilities Even a backward regime such as Libya s can 
begin testing, if. as expected, blackmarket materials become 
available Hence the world may yet see again say.

China opens door 
to West’s know-how

WASHINGTON — iNEA) — There are hints in the news 
which indicate that China under Chairman Hua Kuo-feng may 
be on the verge of opening up slightly to the outside world 
For one, reports suggest Peking may soon take on once 
more the large-scale import of foreign technology, abandoned 
some time back because of fears the practice might lead to 
dangerous dependence on foreigners The Chinese were burn­ 
ed it will be recalled, by their experience with the Russians 
Moscow, after moving in technicians and equipment heavily 
for a few years, withdrew abruptly when Peking refused to 
knuckle under to Moscow s demand for complete alignment 
of Chinese foreign policy with the Soviet 
The rapid withdrawal of the Russian personnel and equip­ 
ment did severe damage to the Chinese economy, which took 
years to recover 
Renewed interest in importing technology and equipment 
most certainly will focus on non-Communist nations Note 
here that most of the outstanding scientific leaders of China 
are basically oriented toward the West — and particularly 
toward the United States, Great Britain. Japan and West Ger­ 
many A goodly share of the top men have their degrees from 
these countries Some have had influential posts in the West 
before returning to China 
Secondly, there has been in the upper echelons of China s 
political hierarchy a belief in the benefits of American in 
dustrial production methods This conviction was shared by 
Chairman Mao Tse-lung in his Yenan days 
In the stormy years since Yenan. there has been pressure to

The detriment to the defense of the United Slates would not 
by any means be as serious as our selling technology and 
equipment to Russia, whose military growth in the next 
decade could well threaten the security of the United States 
and the free world 
There is however, evidence, tenuous though it may be, that 
China will continue to bo a rival of. and a balance against, the 
Soviet Union for a goodly period of time to come There are 
national rivalries and deep sore points which now and in the 
foreseeable future may well bar any real conciliation between 
the two nations For one. China cannot be comfortable with a 
strong military power next door working year in and year out 
to expand its military-political influence across China's 
southern and northeastern borders — a technique which Pek­ 
ing calls encirclement 
If China should, in fact, continue to be a counter balance to 
Russia, it is to the benefit of the United States, with proper 
precautions, to strengthen the Chinese economy within limits,
